This was most un- 
palatable to Arthur Harding, 
former chairman. 

“If the Wilmington selectmen 
want us to “conform,”’ then they 
should rewrite the Oath of Office 
Harding said. “I know what I said 
when I was sworn in as a Planning 
Board member.” 

The chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, Daniel Gillis, came up 
against some criticism. Two 
weeks ago he had held an ex- 
ecutive session with the Planning 
Board, and this session was dis- 
cussed. dt seemed that Gillis was 
discussing the choosing of con- 
sultants. and Bill Hanlon of the 
Planning Board did not agree with 
the remarks of Gillis. Some of the 
remarks of the chairman, Hanlon 
said. had a degree of understan- 
ding. in that one considers the 
abilities of consultants, before 
choosing them, but Hanlon dis- 
agreed with other remarks that 
Gillis had made. 

In particular Hanlon disagreed 
with remarks that Gillis pur- 
portedly made in the executive 
session about the 
was not voted on in the annual 
town meeting last March, and 
about other remarks on the propos- 
ed. Woburn Street bypass. 

Hanlon reminded the Planning 
Board members that the Town 
Manager. who had also spoken at 
the last meeting. had said the 
proposal for a Woburn Street 
bypass was a good one. 

Particularly irking to the Plan- 
ning Board members was the ac- 
tions of the selectmen with respect 
to the official map. The selectmen 
have constituted themselves as a 
board of appeals. with regard to 
the map. and Gillis has become 
somewhat outspoken, in defense of 
that attitude. As the Planning 


Board members see the picture, 
Gillis is arguing against the of- 
ficial map because he maintains 
that individuals should have the 
right to erect honies on any street, 
if they are of Wilmington families. 

But. with the first case a con- 
spicuous exception, this is not 
what the Planning Board members 
see. as a result of the Selectmen's 
actions. in their ‘‘board of 
appeals’ actions. 

The first instance, off Chestnut 
Street near the Baldwin Apple 
Monument, was a case where a 
Wilmington family wanted to 
provide a home for a daughter and 
son-in-law, and the Planning Board 
was not disposed to argue about 
that case. But later instances, 
they held. were merely so that 
professional builders could ‘get 
around” the zoning laws of 
Wilmington. 

In particular, the members were 
upset at the recent decision on Mill 
Road. where, they had heard, the 
selectmen granted a variance 
from the official map for a road 
that would be thirty feet wide, with 
a twenty foot wide pavement. The 
‘homes to be built. ‘the board un- 
derstood, would all be by local 

professional builders, 

“At least."’ Harding said ‘there 
could have been a fifty foot right of 
way

Sophisticated forecasting 
equipment at No. Essex 


Dr. John R. Dimitry, President 
of Northern Essex Community 
College. Haverhill has announced 
the installation of new science 
equipment in the meteorological 
laboratory at the college, obtained 
through funds granted by the 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 

The $13,000 grant, awarded by 
HEW under Title VI-A of the 
Higher Education Act of 1965 has 
provided the Department of 
Natural Sciences at NECC with an 
Alden Weather Map REcorder, 
Model 9271-D and auxiliary equip- 
ment. The weather map produces 
the latest national weather charts, 
for immediate analysis by 
students. as well as appropriate 
past series of maps for weather 
forecasting and study of previous 
meteorlogical events. 

Professor Robert Paul, Chair- 
man of the Department of Natural 


Sciences and originator of the 
grant proposal, stated that science 
students at Northern Essex will 
now be able to work with all the ac- 
tual data for forecasting available 
to the professional weatherman. 
Paul stated that the map recorder 
generates 120 different charts per 
day. including surface analysis. 
maps, radar charts, satellite 
photos, and prognostic charts. The 
recorder is connected via 
telephone line signal to the 
National Weather Center in 
Washington. D.C., providing the 
latest weather information for the 
entire nation and Canada. 

In describing the value of the 
new equipment to. students at the 
college. Professor Paul said, 
“When you're teaching frontal 
analysis, isobaric analysis, air 
mass analysis. and other difficult 
concepts like windflor, it's vital to

A letter in the Town Crier July

be the watchword 


The Permanent Building Com- 
mittee has held its first meeting 
since new members were added, 
by the selectmen’s vote of a week 
ago. New members on the com- 
mittee are Al Blackburn of Marcia 
Road. and Dr. George Eisenberg, 
High School principal. 

Planning economies seemed to 
be the word, Monday night. The 
person who spoke most of this was 
the architect, John Guarino. Mr. 
Guarino told the committee he 
plans to keep a record of the time 
spent in the preparation of three 
new school plans because he did 
not want to see the town spending 
a lot of extra money. He was 
assured, a little grimly, that the 
taxpayers felt the same way. 

Three possible new building 
plans were discussed, to bring to 
the Town Meeting. 

Step I, as it was . was the 
planning of a new fiigh school at 
the Salem Street site, but with a 
reduction of 50,000 square feet in 
area. 

Step II was a plan for an addition 
to the present high school, with 
several options. In any case the 
Roman House would have to be 
moved, and the tennis courts 


destroyed. 

If a third floor is to be added, 
Guarino said, there will have to be 
outside girders to support it. 
There is not enough strength in the 
present building. 

Also discussed was the pessibili- 
ty of planning an addition in front, 
where the driveway is at present. 

Chairman Arthur Smith warned 
that any changes means the pre- 
sent high school will have to be 
corrected to conform to the pre- 
sent state building code. 

Among the items mentioned was 
that public sewerage would have to 
be a part of the service to the 
building. This, Guarino said, could 
be a part of the building expense, 
after he had been told of the plans 
to extend sewers along the B & M 
RR to Silver Lake. 

Item III in the agenda was the 
possibility of using the plans for 
the Shawsheen School, or the 
Woburn Street School, for an 
elementary school, at the Salem 
Street site. 

Smith told the committee that 
Assistant Superintendent Derek 
Little prefers a school of the 
Woburn Street size, compared to 
the Shawsheen type, because there
